Burma and China Boundary Line. Over Hundred. Denths ner ‘Day.

The work in connection with thd Burma 
‘uu Chinese frontier delimitation, which it 
wna anticipated would .not Vo" completed 
during the course of the present marching 
souson, owing to the building of masonry 
boundary pillars at various paints along 
the frontier, has been concluded, and the 
purty dogpatched at the ond of last year 
has now returned. Mr D. M Gordon, 
Assistant Political Officer at Keng-tung 
Acaonrpanied by an eacorl of military 
police, marched nearly due east ty the 
Mokong. Here ho was met by Chinese 
troops, The two columns thon joined 
and proceeded northwards. alon¢ the 
frontier, which was dolimitated by the 
joint. British and Chinose Commission in 
tho’ winter of 1901, but which las since 
romained without any actual dofinition 
othor than the goographieal wording’ ‘of the 
agrocmout then arrived at. Tt was with the 
object of creoting permanent and ensily | 
digtinguishably Iandmarke along this Tine 
that tho present Mission waa doapatched, 
and it appears that Chinese, no less than 
ourselves, recognised the desirability of 
thus cloarly defining the lino, for thoy gave 
valuable assistance... throtighout, — The 
Chinese official sent messengers to cach 
point to warn tha villugers to calleet 
materinla for the building of. boundary 
pillars, ‘Thus on the arrival of the British 
party everything was found to be ready 
rel, and the actual 
building wns able to be proceeded with at

Altogether in going and returning the 
party covered distance of ucarly a thou- 
sand miles'which isn vary good record for 
the five months during which it has been 
out. Fonrs wore entértained that the wild 
people, clone to whose country the frontier 
rims, might offer some opposition to the 
progress of the Mission, Fortunately, 
however, they did not, probally for the 
reason Chat the territory was not netually 
entered although it was elosely skirted. No 
dilficulties beyond those incidenta] to travel 
in these wild regions, were mal with during 
the journcy, the atato of rivers being such 
ayo allow of their being forded in most 


places with easo. All concerned aro to bo 
congratulated on having sttcoesfully entried, 
ont this important and arduous task, and 
it is satisfactory to note that the Chinese 
intend do stand loyally by their former 
agreement as shown by their assistance and 
hearty co-operation in the work just eom- 
pleted.” “

” GREAT BELL OF SEOUL. 


An Interosting Logend, 


Dr G. Haolones, writing in the “Japan 
Daily’ Muil,” says:— ie: 

Korea hag had something of « reputation 
for Lhe ninnufacture of bells. To visitors 
to Nikko, Japan, the old Korean bell, a 
gift, of ‘Koren to one of the Shoguns, is 
well known. here are numerous bells 
throughout Korca showing that tho people 
have paid some attention to the making of 
bell metal and tho casting of bells, and 
there sre many traditions connected with 
the-moto famous among ther, Doubtless 
Buddhism with its need for dolls as part 
of its temple furniture has greatly helped 
iy this, It is anid that ob tho time of 
the construction of tho grent Enst 
Gate n large bell was wnearthed which 
caused the Dynastic Founder to cast a 
mate to it, and both wore hung at the Tom- 
plo atthe tomb of Queon Kang. Un there- 
movalof the Tomb from the city, these bolls 
wore placed in.the Wangak Sa, the temple 
which contains the Marblo Pagoda, ‘This 
temple falling inte ruins, tho authoritics, 
at the suggestion of tho Buddhist onthusinst 
Kim An-no, transforred them, one to the 
South Gate and one to the East Gute. 
These bells have apparently disappeared 
but there is a disposition to identify the 
Great Bell at Chong-no with the bell cast 
by the Dynastic Founder in 1396, and 
which Inter is roputed to have hung in the 
South Gate. This, howover, is incorrect 
as the Great Boll at Chong-no beara an 
inscription cast upon it which gives tho 
dato of ity making as 1409 and also’ gives 
the names of the prominent men connected 
with the undertuking, ‘This would give 
the bell an age of 438 yenrs, Thero is 
therefore no question as to its venerable 
character, which is further enbancod by 
tho claim that: it is tho third Inrgest bell in 
the world, Its construction was, duc to 
tho genias of King 8o-jo who lind ié hun 
within the palaco grounds. It wan move 
outside tho palace for a time, but was 
finally located ut ite present place, at, tho 
heart of-the city in the midst of the Guild 
Houses, in 1746. , 

No relinble estimate of its woight is 
known. Approximately itis eight: ‘out in 
diameter, and ten feof high exclusive of 
the hanger. It is very plain, the only 
ormamentation being. somo rings and the 
inscription. Ib is hung by a dragon 
suspended by iron: bands. A large beam 
hanging from chains is used to sound it, 
being hung low so a to hit tho baso of- he 
boll. ‘Thu sound is a doep melodious basa 
with just « slight rattle when ‘one stands 
closo bo it, but ata distance this is unnotice- 
ablo and the sonorous sound floats far out: 
over tha city, boing distinctly. heard at a 
greatdistance, 

The bell is called tlieIn-kyung or the 
“Man Guide,” Another rendition of this 
name is ‘Human Bell” and thereby hanga
